Attached hereto are two mape showing the extensions of the zoning olassifiocations
to this new territory.

These maps are the result of an extensive study on the part of the Commlssion
of the present “"Uses", as well as the projested future growth of the City of Austin
into these areas. The designations indicated on the maps are oconsidered by the Com-
mission to be for the present the most desirable "Uses" to which the land should be
put untll definite trends of development indicates further modification and adjustment,

The Commission has indicated a minimug of business commercial property in view
of the fact that the City within its o0ld limite 1s now over-zoned with commercial
property. The excessive commercial zoning is contrary to eound planning and social

economy. The absorption of present comaercial property within the City will require
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oconaiderable time, notwithstanding the present rapid growth of the City. The Commiasion
has thersfores only zoned that property for commercial uses which fronts along the major .

highways entering the Oity whioh 1s already largely used for business purposes; and has
! rovided a few neighborhood shopping oenters at ltratogio points. 1In the eastern par-
: ion of the City along the railroad a smaller amount of property has been zoned for
buginess purposes , as the Oity alrsady has a larger amount of industrial property far
behind its oapacity to absord in the immediate future, No extension of the present
1iquor zone has besn made, as thers will be several non-conforming uses of this
charaoter in the annexed &orrttorv. In the northern seotion of the City there will be
several non-oonrorminf usés, suoh as monument works, orank oasé oll plant, and some
m .
